While 
the ciréulation was small the 
expense was not so great but 
what we were able to pull 
through and carry it, but now 
witha circulation of over 
6,000 it is no little job and 
the ‘subscription price does 
not pay for publication. It 
would be some better if all 
our subscribers could pay the 
one dollar for a year in ad- 
vance,but this cannot be.Ma- 
ny pay only 3 or 6 months ata 
time and it costs us as much 
to issue their paper as if we 
received the full dollar. We 
do not complain.We are glad 
to get the paper among the 
people any way. We want 
them to have it even if they 
can only pay twenty-five 
cents ata time. Besides this 
we are catrying quite a num-

The matter was discussed 
by your worthy publication 
committee at the close of the 
It was their 
decision to accept some se- 
lect advertising to help bear 
the expense of publishing, as 
they saw that the subscrip- 
tion price alone would not 
It was the in- 
tention to enlarge the .paper 
as soon as practicable, and 
thus give the usual amount 
of space for solid reading 
_ and the additional space to 
be used for advertising. This 
is the plan yet, and we are 
_working to that end, but as 
some of our friends have ex- 


able to pay. This we gladly 
do. Then quite a number 
want the paper, but can’t re- 
new at once and _ we love to 
accommodate them. 


Another thing that our peo- 
ple do not understand. It is 
no little task to write five or 
six thousand names every 
week. We are compelled 
to do this because we have 
not been able to purchase a 
mailer. Some one wrote to 
us and suggested that we have 
the names printed on little 
tabs like other papers. It al- 
most made tears run from 
our eyes, because we are in 
need of that very thing and 











not able to purchase the out- 
fit for the purpose. 


Personally I will say, it 
neyer has been my choice to 
edit and publish a paper. I 
have only accepted the posi- 
tion each year for about seven 
at the earnest request of the 
publishing committee. I am 
living a life of constant sacri- 
fice, because it has ever been 
my chioce-to stand behind the 
sacred desk and deliver the 
sacred messages fresh trom 
the mouth of God. 


However the sacrifice, and 
toil day and night at some- 
thing that I did not choose 
for myself, the Evangel is fast 
making its way toward the 
top. I have a list of religious 
publications before me pub- 
lished in nineteen different 
states. Most of these are 
much older than our paper, 
and some to my knowledge 
have existed twenty years 
and more. Our circulation 
has steadily increased until 
we haye passedby eighteen 
of them and we rank with 


twelve others. This is certain- 


ly not a bad showing for a 
paper that teaches holiness 
and the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost and divine healing. 


If our friends will continue 
to help us and bear with us 
as we are trying to finance the 
business part of the publica- 
tion, we will soon be able to 
increase the size of the pa- 
per and give them more re- 
ligious aews and _ spiritual 
teaching, and reach many 
more people with the fiery 


‘message of petecost besides. 


It is our desire, and may I 
say ambition, to reach a cir- 
culation of ten thousand by 
the next assembly in Novem- 
ber.

Now listen again: Your- 
selves, as well as your editor, 
are anxious to reach the mul- 
titudes with the message 
that no other paper in the 
world carries. (Now please 
notice carefully and. bear 
with me as] am doing my 
best to explain.) We want 
to get the paper into every 
home and business place in 
the world. And you want 
to testifv before every class 
of people. As it has been, 
the paper does not appeal 
to the busy up-to-date busi- 
ness men, and with all of our 
efforts we cannot catch them. 
By accepting advertisements 
of the common necessities of 
life we have a paper that 
will claim their attention, and 
in thousands of cases, while 
they are looking through its 
columns in search of that in 
which they are interested, 
they willdiscover some thrill- 
ing testimony or report of 
some case of healing, hand- 
ling of fire,taking up serpents, 
etc., and first thing you know 
such people will become 
interested in what you 
have written that we never 
could have reached any oth- 


er way. 
Now listen. We are not 
through yet.

While he 1s 
looking through his paper for 
his part of the matter he will 
be attracted by something 
from your fiery pen, and 
week after week in this way, 
sooner or later he will be- 
come so interested that he 
will not only read the paper 
himself, but will take it to 
his home for his wife and 
children to read.
